Leslie Falcon moved to accept the resignation of Ed Nelson, with deep regret. Russell
Docherty seconded the motion. The motion passed, all in favor. The Mayor stated that
Ed has been a valued City employee for nineteen years plus. There will be a retirement
party for Ed, Friday June 24™ from 11:30 -12:30 lunch for Ed’s City Co-workers and
family and an open house in the council room from 12:30-1:30.

Leslie Falcon moved to approve a Fireworks Permit for the Kiwanis on July 4, 2005, and
to waive any associated fees. Russell Docherty seconded the motion. The motion passed,

all in favor.

Russell Docherty moved to approve the appointment of Anthony Jeppesen as Reserve
Police Officer. Leslie Falcon seconded the motion. The motion passed, all in favor.

There being no further business. Mayor Darrell Kerby adjourned the meeting at 7:12 p.m.
